Trejoice to see so many of our primary 
schools under the charge of worthy and ac- 
complished Young Ladies. 1 have seen, in 
the undeveloped regions of the ‘Far West,” 
a daughter, with only moderate attainments, 
which were the creditable results of sell- 
instruction, presiding with ability in her 
rural Academy, dispensing the light of rudi- 
mental learning to her interesting charge, 
and at the same time supported an aged 
father, and maintaining a young and gifted 
brother at a distant College. ‘Fhis ia no 
unusual case. My vocation has ofien placed 
me in intimate acquaintanceship with edu- 
cated orphans or indigent young ladies, who, 
combining the sensitiveness and delicacy of 
the temale character with the requisite ener- 
gy and independence, have sought to dignify 
the humblest departments of ‘Teaching; and 
thus have become useful, while they made 
themselves independent. ; 

From observation and some actual ex- 
periment, J feel confident that temales in 
such circumstances, can make no. happier, 
no more profitable disposition of their time 
and talents, than to devote them to this, the 
noblest of all professions. 

As a father, Ushould have esteemed it the 
dearest privilege and honor, as well as the 
best policy, had Heaven spured my daugh- 
ters, to have qualified them, by thorough in- 
struction and discipline in all useful and 
polite learning, for professional responsibili- 
ty, as Teachers, ‘his I should have attempt- 
ed, though embarrassed with the wealth of 
an Actor ! 

Our sons are favored with trades and pro- 
fessions, and launched upon life's uncertain 
sea, with every provision for a voyage o'er 
its billows; is woman already sufticiently 
secured against the wrath of the tempest that 
must inevitably burst upon her head? Is she 
not often called to guide with a trembling 
hand, her weak and lonely barque, and ven- 
ture, from necessity, Where man’s strong 
arm and superior skill can never reach her? 
And, madam, is not this the possible, if not 
the probable fate of that daughter whose 
future safety you are now endangering, by 
indifference to her education? Ordinary 
obseryation must have taught you the folly 
of predicating her happiness, or her useful- 
ness upor the wealth for which you are toil- 
ing in order to enrich her; or upon the 
adyantogeous alliance which she may possi- 
bly form, The uncertainty of riches, and 
the vicissitudes of life, have often defeated 
the most brilliant. scheme of happiness, and 
dissipated in sorrow many a bright parental 
dream! ; 

But accomplish her os a daughter, educate 
her as a Lady, and you at once give Jo her a 
profession of which she can not be deprived; 
and you qualify her, at the same time, ty 
grace any position in lile, to which she may 
be calied. The knowledge and talents, 
which as a teacher she would, employ in her

Has she influ- 
ence? and does she dispense it in kind and 
discreet words, in good and useful deeds ? 
How does she sustain herself in all her new 
and interesting relationships, as wife? Is 
her pleasant realm well ordered? Has she 
her throne established in the confidence and 
affection of her house ? 

Is she the confident, the counsellor, the 
companion of her lord? Or is she the vas- 
sal whom he alternately worships and de- 
spises—the petted minion and toy of a leisure 
hour—the slave of a jealous passion? Can 
she wean him by her virtues and her intelli- 
gence from the charms of vice, or fashiona- 
ble dissipation? If not, she is nor educated, 
whatever may have been the aim of her 
teacher, the wish of ber parents, or the lan- 
guage of her Diploma! 

More painful still would it be to follow the 
career of Woinan, in her higher relations of 
mother, citizen and Christian, or into the 
humbler walks of orphan poverty, or depend- 
ent widowhood ! 

How many mothers have’ been disappoint- 
ed, how many fathers have been chagrined, 
how many good and worthy young ladies 
have been discouraged, ‘driven to despair,” 
by the discovery, that she, who had expend- 
ed so much time, and means, and labor, in 
the pursuit of what the world calls, Educc= 
fion, is at last found to be wholly disqualified 
for the duties and honors of life! And why 
is it, that when all these means of education 
have been exhausted, so little of permanent 
and practical good has been accomplished ? 
Why is it, thatin many instances, a sensible 
and affectionate daughter has been utterly 
spoiled, in manners, in taste, and in princi- 

ple, by the fashionable educational applian- 
ces of the age? Why is it, I would ask, in 
the name of the mothers and daughters of 
our country, that Boarding Svhools are so 
often the hot-beds of folly; and that all the 
learning, and accomplishments, that grace 
their programmes, so often disqualify, rather 
CB prepare the young for usefulness in 
ife? 

It is not necessary that the father should 
be educated himself, in order to see the evils 
which have been intimated; the anxious and 
critical eye of a mother, can easily penetrate 
the disguises of fashionable learning, and 
detect the imposition, or discover the defects 
in her daughter’s education. And it is your 
province, sir, it is your solemn duty, madam, 
to judge of schools, and systems, and branch- 
es of learning, by their tangible fruits; and 
to protest against the system of distortion, to 
which, under the namo of education, your 
daughter’s mind and heart are sometimes 
subjected. 

The principal defect which characterizes 
many of the systems of the day, is an inju- 
dicious selection of subjects of study. Many 
branches are pursued now-a-days designedly 
as accomplishments, which never can be- 
come applicable to the ordinary pursuits and 
avocations of life. So vast is the field of 
learning, that itis not possible, nor would it 
be advisable for a young lady to explore all 
its various departments. A choice is there- 
fore necessary; and nothing is more impor- 
tant than to exercise this choice with judg- 
ment, 

Another error is, that although the branch- 
es of study may have been selected with a 
practical reference to her future responsi- 
bilities, yet she is not always thoroughly and 


sionally employed; the usual. attainments: 


critically educated therein, Woman’s du- 
‘ties are so varied, so important, and so del- 
teate, that she may as well be ignorant as 
isuperficial, Thorovgh instruction in useful 
| knowledge is indispensable to her in all the 
) relations of fife. 

' But again: it is. necessary: to discriminate 
between the mere acquisition of useful 
knowledge, and what may. be properly styl- 
ed practical education. ‘The. intellectual 
faculties of our daughters, should be so 
trained and strengthened, that they may be 
able to reduce. their knowledge of facts and 
principles to a practical account. No part 
of a girl’s education is su much neglected as 
this. The mind is.a complex system of fac- 
ulties; each one of which requires a particlar 
training in order to its proper development. 
The weakness of any of these faculties, is 
to that extent imbecility of mind... The mere 
acquisition of knowledge, howeyer useful in 
its character, does. not necessarily remove 
this imbecility—tor nothing is more frequent- 
ly met with, than a learned imbecile. Espe- 
ically does the modern system of Female 
Education fail to. develope these faculties, 
and to make the attainments of the girl avail- 
able in Jife, This isthe most laborious and 
the most delicate task of the Educator, He 
must understand the philosophy of mind, and 
the peculiar moral and mental constitution 
fof each individual subject, or his disciplina~ 
ry prescriptions will be as likely to mar as to 
make—to weaken or distort, as to develope 
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and direct. Few. young ladies are subject 
ed to the same severity of mental discipline 
|—the same rigor of scholastic training—that 
distinguishes the academic career of the, 
young man. The consequences are daily 
seen in the superior abilities of the latter, 
which, by common, though erroneous opin- 
ion, haye ascribed to the partiality of Nature. 
» Another most unfortunate error, is the 
‘comparative neglect ot her moral powers. 
| Nothing 1s more susceptible of moral. train- 
ing; nothing more sensitive to good influen- 
ces, than ‘the young female heart. Virtue 
and pi ly are almost, inherent attributes:—

of character, Such <attri- 


butes as self-reliance, prudence, self-denial, 
economy, and industry, are or cught to be 
as much the results of scholastic culture, as 
propriety of speech, or grace of manner. 

n conclusion, permit me to re-affirm, (hat 
whenever the young ladies of our schools 
shall be instructed more exclusively in use- 
ful knowledge, and whenever that instruction 
shall be more thorough and critical; and 
whenever, especially, those mental faculties, 
which she will have most occasion to use in 
life, shall be duly developed under a system 
of judicious culture; and whenever the 
practical virlues of character shall likewise 
become the objects of careful education— 
then, and not till then, will Woman become 
the glorious reality of man’s fondest dream 
—then, and not till then, will the husbund 
and father realize at home, that bliss, which 
she once dispensed in Eden. °

War ix Evrors—Its Evrect vrox mms Cous- 
try, &e.—Mr, Roomelin, a distinguished German 
of Cincinnati, now corresponding for the New 
York Evening Post from Europo, writes thus to 
that paper: 

On the whole, then, let me state itas a general 
fact, that Western Europe must purchase large 
quantities of breadstuffs from tho United States. 

Means will be plenty next winter. Public im- 
Provements.of every description require the ent- 
ployment of large masses of laborers; wages are 
rising; all of which must contribute to a large con- 
sumption of breadstuffs. The governments, too, 
find it easier to feed their subjects into submission 
than to force them down whenhungry. They fear 
A repetition of the hungry years of °45 and ’46 be- 
eause they, and all the rich, know that they rule 
over a people whose ferocious disposition towards 
them needs but the ignition to produce a frightful 
mass of massacre in every hamlet, on every hill, 
and in'every valley of Europe, such as connot 
find a countorpage in history. The bread of Dom- 
ocratic Amorica is their only hope in this dark 
crisis of their fate. 

Peel's policy to give to England's laborers cheap 
bread, and thus avoid a revolution, has sunk deep 
into the heads of the wiser statesmen of Europe. 
Louis Nepoleon is about to follow it. Russia can- 
not bea very successful competitor in the grain 
markets with the United States. The conflicts 
with Turkey will last longer than most people im- 
agine; and for some time, at least, Russia must 
maintain large armies; and that will not only di- 
minish produetion—it will increase consumption. 
Allit needs in the United States is an administra- 
tion like Jefferson’s, which gontle as doves and 
wise like serpents, understands to keep for Amer- 
ican industry an open and free pathway in the 
world’s commerce, and ina very few months A- 
meriea will be the market whore Hurope must buy,

Lot America prepare for dear wines, becauso all 
over Europe that fatal disease, called “Praubenk- 
ranheit,”’ is spreading, It consists in a white mil- 
dew, that spends over the whole grape and com- 
pletely destroys it. It is as inexplicable'to vine- 
yard men as the potatoe diseaso to farmers. Italy 
and Tyrol are fatally affected hy it, In Germany 
it is just beginning to mnke its appearanee,— 

Grapes or trelises are worse affected by it than 
those in vineyards, No cure has yet been found, 
and itis spreading all over grape-growing Europe. 
The papers are full of proposed remedies, but 
none give permanent relief, Political economists 
stand aghast at a future in which there is to be 
neither wine for the rich, nor potatoes for the 
poor,

We have watched the movements of the 
large railroad operators for several months, 
and have read the letter {rom Presley Ewing, 
of Keatucky, to Robert J, Walker, with 
more than ordinary attention. The jist of 
the whole letter is contained in the following 
paragraph : 

“If LT understand the proposition of the 
New York Company, they offer to build the 
rond simply as other great works ofa similar 
character have been effected, by private en- 
terprise, and to be owned as private proper- 
ty, asking of the Federal Government no 
charter—no grant of peculiar powers or 
privileges—no partnership or association— 
nothing save a fair compensation for such 
uses of the road as maybe demanded by the 
necessities of the government, (hat compen- 
sation to be made either by a loan of govern- 
ment credit or otherwise, and in such an 
amount aa may be deemed reasonable for the 
advantages enjoyed, and either before or 
after the completion of the road. If before 
the completion of the road, then in such in- 
stalments, and upon such securities, by a 
lien upon so much of the road as may be 
completed, or otherwise, as may insure the 
government against loss. And I may add, 
that one of their most important, and a rea- 
sonable demand, ia that before they enter 
upon so stupendousan undertaking, the gov~ 
ernment may be simply committed not to become 
@ compelitor.”’ 

The business of railroad making, it ap- 
pears, is getting to be one of honor and 
profit, and it would seem that men of high 


standing prefer entering upon it to going 
from this government aa minister to some of 
the most prominent nations of the earth. 
Stupendous fortunes have already been rea~ 
lized, and the successful projectors of our 
Atlantic and Pacific road wilt gain a magnifi- 
cent remuneration. A project so stupendous, 
and requiring genius sufficient to unile all 
the various interests necessary to carry it 
through Congress, is a work requiring the 
best talent of the nation.

. DIRECTINAS. 

Materials.—Quarter pound of soap, quarter 
pounil of sal-soda, and’two ounces of quick lime. 
Be careful aboutéhe weights. 

Preperation.—Cut up the soap and dissolve it 
ins quart of boiling water over the sal-soda, and 
asuficient quantity of boiling water over the 
quicklime to cover it. Prepare the soap, sal-soda, 
and lime in separate yessels. Then pat the dis- 
solved lime and soda together, and boil them 

. twentg minutes, after which, let them settle. 

How to Use.—The clothes shoald be soaked 
over night in clear cold water. The preparation 
being ready, put five gallons of water into the 
boiler; share off very carefully the mixture of 
lime and sal-soda, and-put it, along with the dis- 
solved soap, into the boiler, Be sure the soap is 
perfectly dissolved,’ else it may stick to the boiler 
and cause injury to the elothes. If it does not 
dissolve: speedily, the residae ¢an be putin the 
boiler, om the top of the clothes. 

Very little rubbing is needed. Collaysand wrist- 
bands of shirts, &c., should be soaped and slight- 
Ty rubbed; sheets, pillow-cases, and such like, 

need norubbing. Wring the clothes out of the 
goak water. Be sure the preparation is boiling, 
Putin the clothes, boil for half an hour, lift them 
Out, and put back into the boiler all the liquid, 
that will pour off. Pour on the boiled clothes just 
as much cold water (the less, the better) as will 
‘enable a person to wring out the clothes—puttiag 
them into another tub of cold water—out of which 
they should be rinsed, and finished with blue wa- 
ter. ‘They wiil then dry to a beautiful whiteness. 

The above preparation will answer for three 
boilers full of clothes; or, all the washing in a 
family of five or six persons. With very little 
additional soap, the rinsing suds will do te wash 
colored clothes, without rubbing.

The Grape Disease. 

A correspondent of the New York Evening Post, 
who has recently returued from Germany, gives 
the following gloomy account of the progress of 
the grape disease < 

‘Tet America prepare for dear wines, because 
all over Europe that futal disease, called “Trau- | 
benkeit,” is spreading. It consists of a white 
wildew, that spreads over the whole grape, and 
completely destroyed it. It is as inexplicable to 
vineyard men a5 the potatoe disease to the farm- 
ers. Italy and Tyrol are fatally affected by it. In 
Germany it is just beginning to make its appear- 
ance. “Grapes om'trellises are worse affected by it 
than those m vineyards. No cure has yet been 
found, and it is spreading all over grape-growing 
Europe. The papers are full of proposed reme- 
dies, but none give permanent relief. Political | 
economists stand aghast at a future in whjch there 
js'to be neither wine for the rich nor potatoes for | 
the poor. 

“Meany papers state that the European rape 
sickness to be the same as that of the United | 
States, but such isnot the fact. Ours is rot; theirs | 
is mildéw. Ours shows itself by blue spots upon 
the berries, theirs by a white mildew all over the 
grape. Ours leaves a few sound berries, theirs 


jestroys the wholeigrape.? 

We ‘stopped ours from ‘rotting ‘by ‘applying, 
often during the season, fresh cow dung, mixed 
with ‘soap-suds. Three’ days about the first of 
July, were the worst of the season, in the vine- 
yard of Mr. Samcen Cauppeni, just below this
